The device U very simple and can be at- 


tached to any and all of the horse corn 
planters now iu use. It consists of a bar 
llmt reaches from feed box ;o feed box, 
which has two short upright levers, with a 
claw at their extremities. Through this 
claw in the levers is made to pass ft line or 
rope with knots a: regular intervals, said 
rope or line haviug sufiicient length to 
reach across the fluid to be planted. One ! 
cuii of the rope passes out at one side of the i 
planter and is fastened in the grouutl with 
a pin, aud the other end passes out at the 
other side, and is fastened in the same way 
to the ground. The line stretched across 
the field serves as a guide in that direction, 
and the knots serve as the markers for tue 
transverse, or check roivs. The knots pass- 
ing through the claw levers operate the 
bund lever common to all machines, and 
thus drops the seed automatically.

There is no mark- 
ing of rows before planting, consequently 
this p'roccss insures that the seed goes 
lulo fresh, moist ground. 


These advantages are patent to any one 


who will for a niomcut consider the value 
in saving the marking off of Ihe ground in 
cheek rows ; in saving the \veight of araan 
on the planter, besides his time ; but the 
greatest gain is the fact that with this ma- 
chine you can plant the corn the same clay 
the ground is broken up, which gain alone 
would, iu the year !?(!!), have made mil- 
lions of bush els of prairie "corn for the State 
of Illinois alone. It plants with accuracy, 
making a row of corn that can be plowed 
bolh ways with perfect ease. 


The success achieved by this machine,
